London, April 28—Chancellor Llayd 
George's finance bill, the rejection of 
which by the House of Lords, cost the 
nation, as Premier Asquith announced 
in his final speech last night, $6,500,- 
000 actual money, passed its third 
reading in the House of Commons by 
a majority of 93 amid enthusiastic 
cheers from ‘the ministertalists. It 
was immediately carried to the House 
of Lords which was waiting in ses- 
sion ‘to receive it, and in quiet, un- 
eventful fashion the Lords passed the 
first reading of the bill.

MINTY MADE 
HOT PROTEST 


Said Commission had Become a 


Political Drag Net. 


BENNETT STOPPED QUESTIONS 


C. S. Tupper Said That he had Given up 
his Connection with Construction 
Company. 

Winnipeg, April 28.—A spirited pro- 
test from G, D, Minty as to the meth- 
ods of the Royal Commission was the 
main feature of this: morning's ses- 
sion. 

“This commission is being degraded 
to a political drag-net,” was his stric- 
ture. His protest was made when Mr. 
Bennett started to cross-examine C. 
S.. Tupper, vice-president of the con- 
struction company. Mr. Bennett be- 
gan to read from a letter on Minty’s 
files handed in to Mr. Walsh at Hd- 
monton, Mr. Minty vigorously claim- 
ed these letters were private and had 
not been handed in for public use and 
protested on behalf of shimself, the 
general public and his former clients. 
The cammission, he said, had gone 
beyond its original powers and had 
no more right to investigate con- 
struction company’s doings than the 
C.P.R. or C.N.R. He asked for a 
ruling but the Commissioners only 
said he and his friends would have 
an opportunity to present their side. 
Mr. Bennett dropped his questions. 
The only other witness was F. Emer- 
son, member of the original syndi- 
cate. 

C. S. Tupper on Stand. 

The first witness this morning was 
Charles Stewart ‘upper. Before be- 
ing sworn he said that che appeared 
before the Commission voluntarily, 
no subpoena having been served on 
him. “Tam advised,” he said, that this 
Commission has no right to subpoena 
anyone in. Manitoba,. It-is only out 
of respect for the Commission ‘that 1 
wn here.” 

He was vice-president of the Can- 
ada West Construction Company. He 
resigned as vice-president and direc- 
tor at the close of a meeting which 
took place in April. Ie was unable 
to say how much of $500,000 capital 
stock had been subscribed by April 
2oth. It was sufficient to enable the 
company to do business. Witness held 
one share for which he had paid noth- 
ing. He was not able to say who 
paid for it, 

“LT got my instructions from my 
partner, Mr. Minty. 1 had. complete 
confidence in ‘him, and. did not give 
matters full attention.” 

An agrement was made with the 
Royal Bank for advances. These were 
to be secured by assigning to the 
bank all proceeds of bond issue of 
Alberta and ‘Great Waterways Rail- 
way. 

On Mr. Bennett's starting to cross- 
examine Mr. Tupper in regard to a 
létter from files Minty bad handed 
in at Edmonton, Minty vigorously 
protested. “TI protest,” said he, “as'a 
solicitor and in the interest of -the 
public against confidential letters: be- 
ing made public. \ 

“The Commission,” he said, “has 
gone beyond its powers. It has no 
business to look into private affairs 
of people not connected with the rail- 
way. It is absolutely improper to 
degenerate this Commission into. a 
drag-net to procure political informa- 
tion.” 

“Who are you protesting for?” ask- 
ed Judge Scott. 

“On behalf of my former clients.” 

The judge thought the protest was 
too late. Letters had been accepted 
as evidence in Edmonton, 

Minty: “I was not there.” 

“You had every opportunity to 
present your side,” said Mr. Justice 
Scott. 

The matter was dropped and Mr. 
Bennett consented not to ask ques- 
tions from the letter for the time be- 
ing.

As to the interest. charges which 
are piling up during -the course of 
construction, these are, calculated up- 
on by every railway company in esti- 
mating the total cost. The money 
was secured all at once in order that 
there might be no delay in the work. 
There was every evidence that the 
line would be rushed to completion 
with a speed which we are not ac- 
customed to in this part of the world. 
Large parties were placed in-the field 
and the end of-1910 would undoubtedly 
have seen much construction done, if 
this political agitation had not arisen. 
It was the intention to have the line 
built and snade a revenue-producer 
without-a week's unnecessary delay. 

In its own-interests the company 
had to do this to escape the accumula- 
tion of these interest charges to which 
the Bulletin is devoting so much at- 
tention. There was absolutely noth- 
ing to show that it had any intention 
of defaulting upon them. It was re- 
sponsible for them from the first and 
it had no alternative but to rush the 
line through. 

Compare its course with that of the 
Bulletin’s railway favorites, the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. Under the arrange- 
ment with the Dominion government, 
it is not compelled to meet its inter- 
est charges till it takes over its line 
from the construction company.

| The letter from an Edmonton cor- 
jrespondent, published in the Indian- 
apolis Freeman, a journal for colored 
people, and reproduced elsewhere in 
this issue, shows a moderation and a 
good-sense which do the writer credtt. 
His ideas are evidently those of that 
really great man, who is doing so 
much for his race, Booker Washing- 
ton, The Capital especially welcomes 
the opportunity of republishing the 
letter because it understands that it 
has been exposed to some criticism 
on account of some comment which it 
made some days ago on the action of 
the Board of Trade. This has evident- 
ly been misinterpreted. No one is 
more keenly in sympathy with the 
efforts which are being made to solve 
tthe negro problem by the negroes 
themselves.

Though Claresholin wee Strengthened by Grady and 
Barnstead, they Went Down to Defeat by 9 to 1. 


LOCALS TORE OFF FAST TRIPLE PLAY 


Mills was Again Very Much in the Limelight, Both in the Field and with 
the Willow—Willard got a Screaming Three Sacker—The Four 
Pitchers all Showed up to Advantage—Grady and Barney 
got Poor Support—Graff Looks Good to us: 


Last nigth’s game between Edmon- 
ton and Claresholm resulted in a much 
closer game than on the preceeding 
evening, Grady and Barnstead per- 
formed for the visitors and made a 
great difference. These two and Jim- 
my Hisler, the catcher, practically 
played the whole game for the South- 
erners, Grady pitehed the first three 
innings, and did very well. He struck 
out three, and had five hits made. off 
him. = Barnstead, who performed in 
four innings, struck out Willard twice, 
was touched up for six hits, and gave 
three passes. 

McCutcheon officiated on the mound 
for three innings and did very nicely. 
He has hardly had an opportunity to 
‘get in shape yet, and when condition- 
ed, should make good. He walked 
two, struck out two, and was ‘touched 
up for one hit. Graff pitched the last 
four and made an excellent impression. 
He fanned four, was found for three 
hits, and issued no free transportation. 

Kidmonton started off with two 
goose eggs, but broke into the scoring 
column in the third with three runs, 
annexed two in the fifth, and finished 
up with a quartette. Claresholm. got 
their lone tally in the sixth. 

There were three bright features in 
the game. First, the splendid all- 
round work of Mills. His work was 
certainly the bright spot of the game, 
Look over this record of our young 
third-sacker. Three hits out of four 
times at ‘bat of which one was a dou- 
ble, three put outs and six... assists. 
Rather a nice evening’s work. The 
other features were, a fast double, 
Morse to Brennan to Baxter and, won- 
der of wonders, a triple play. ‘The 
latter happened as follows: Hisler 
was on second, and ‘Grady on first, 
with Simpson up. The batter knocked 
a liner to Mills, who squeezed it, and 
threw to first, getting Grady, who had 
left his base. Moose whipped the ball 
to second and Brennan tagged Hisler, 
in the act of making a frantic retreat 
to the middle station. Result, three 
out and pandemonium.

Chicago, April 28—Champion Jack 
Johnson will not lack support when 
he enters the ring on July 4 to defend 
his title against James J. Jeffries, for 
arrangements have been completed by 
the “king pins’ ’of the colored dis-, 
trict to run a special train from Chic- 
ago to the fight. ‘This special will 
leave one week before the mill and re- 
turn immediately afterwards. 

According to those who are behind 
the movement, arrangements were 
completed about a month ago and 
pledges received from 150 people who 
will make the trip. If the demand for 
reservations warrants, the special will 
be divided into two sections. 

The train will be the first of its 
kind ever run such a great distance to 
a prize fight. It will be made up of six 
sleeping cars, buffet and observation, 
and the railroad officials say it will 
make the trip as quickly as the lim- 
ited trains. The people who already 
engaged reservations are of the well 
to do class: 

Johnson is said to be the originator 
of the plan and it was mainly through 
his efforts that the railroads svould 
furnish such a train. The champion 
alreadly has deposited money with the 
railroad .to cover any losses which 
might occur, for he is anxious to have 
his friends at the ringside when he 
steps into the ring. The name of 
the road which will run the train and 
the people behind the movement 
would not be given out until all plans 
are completed.

The chief witness before the Com- 
mission yesterday afternoon was Wil- 
liam Bain of Winnipeg, one of the 
original directors of the A. & G. W.

I believe they took my ad- 
vice and paid thei, as ‘T have heard 
nothing further from the men. If they 
had not done so the company would 
have been prosecuted under the non 
payment of vages act. And there 
would have been about sixty cases. 

“These time cheques are merely 
identification cards,” continued Mr. 
Cowan. “The read something like 
this: ‘This is to certify that John 
Jones has worked for such-and-such 
a time on a certain section of the 
road.’ The men present these cards 
at the offices here, and then their 
name is looked up in the company’s 
books, and they are paid what is due 
them. As far as I can find out, the 
company had cnough money to pay 
these men all right, but they just kept 
putting it off. And this meant great 
hardship to the men, as some of them 
have been in the city since the 11th 
of this month, without any money and 
unable to get what is rightfully due 
them.” 

When the Capital called up the G.T. 
T. offices as to their side of the case, 
the explanation given was that it was 
necessary to wire to Melville, Sask., 
in order to get each individual name 
and the amounts due the men. “None 
of the men were kept waiting more 
than a day and a half,” said one of- 
ficial, “and if they say that’ the} 
were, they are not telling the truth.” 

To. shaw that such a delay is not 
the usual thing, it was pointed out 
that over a hundred men came in 
yesterday and were all paid off be- 
fore noon today.

SAID HE WAS A COMPANY SPY | 


Terrible Outbreak of Hatred Amcng the 
Miners in a Pennsylvania Mining 
Town. 

Washington, Penn., April 28.—Geo. 
Rabish, the Slay miner who was eru- 
cified and tortured with a crown of 
thorns by fellow-miners at Avella, 
Pennsylvania, Saturday, because they 


thought he was a company spy, died. 


early today. 

Sheriff Murphy of Washington 
county has thus far prevented the Am- 
erican miners from carrying out their 
threats to take the law into their 
hands and lynch the leaders of the 
crucifixion and four are under arrest 
charged with taking part in the af- 
fair. 

The trouble started in the mines of 
the Pittsburg and Washington Coal 


ong the miners that Rabish was act- 
ing as a company spy. He was rush- 
ed from the mine by a mob, taken 
outside the little village and beaten 
until rescued by Mine Superintendent 
Neiser. Four of the assailants 
were ‘taken before Justice of the 
Peace W. EF. Wighman and fined. 
Seeking revenge, a crowd of min- 
ers dragged Rabish from his bed and 
out to the same spot where he had 
been attacked the day before. They 
stripped him and jabbed a erown of 
thorns on his head. After a mock 
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trial he was sentenced to death, 

Rabish was bound by ropes to a 
cross made of mine timbers, which 
was hastily raised and stoned by the 
mob, most of whom had been drink- 
ings <A nail was driven through his 


left hand and a dance around him be- 
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gun. 

Again Neiser rescued him, but this 
time Rabish was almost dead. He 
was taken to the mine hospital, where 
he died in the night. The same four, 
miners who were fined Friday for ata 
tacking him were arrested. ' 
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
